Navy has more than the advantage of a mental coniplex, though. 
It has a strong strain of “Vitamin B-Complex” —something the 
Soldiers haven’t run up against this season. Every one of Army’s 
victories has been a simple case of superior stamina. They’re not 
particularly “cute” or hot shots, but it’s their ability to run the 
younger “city bred” boys inte the ground that makes the marvel- 
ously conditioned Cadets winners. This time, however, they’re 
tangling with an equally rugged gang which promises not to wilt 
in the second half. 


Assuming that the crashing Cadets do charge through Navy, you 
then come up against thé pertinent matter of time.

Since the NCAA dates are 
Friday, Saturday and Tuesday (March 24-25-28), the Friday and 
Tuesday games would conflict somewhat with the two-hour evening 
study period which is compulsory for all Cadets.
